“We are off on the great adven- 
ture,’’ he wrote. ‘‘The one wish of my 
long flying.career has-been to ac- 
complish something which no one 
else has yet done and my opportu- 
nity seems to have come. I am look- 
ine forward with keen interest to 
this flight:across the Atlantic. 

“The flight itself, so far as I can 
see, is no more difficult than the 
west to east crossing, although we 
are certain to meet contrary winds 
most of the way.

Ohio Owner Tells Senate Committee 
of the Road’s Inquiry on the 
Jacksonville Scale.

WASHINGTON, March 14.— 
Charges made by John L. Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, that several Eastern 
railroads had.conspired to force coal 
operators to»abandon the Jackson- 
ville wage scale paid to the miners, 
brought an emphatic denial on behalf 
of the New York Central lines today 
from W. C,; Bower; manager of pur- 
chases and stores for that system, in 
testimony before the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee. 

Mr. Bower was the first official of 
any of the railroads mentioned by 
Mr. Lewis to have opportunity on 
the witness stand to reply to the 
allegations, although counsel for 
others, including the Pennsylvania, 
have indicated their desire to present 
witnesses later. 

Not only have the New York Cen- 
tral lines, according to Mr. Bower, 
been in no conspiracy of thé sort 
charged, but have had no desire on 
their own account to depress prices 
and force coa! operators to abandon 
the wage scale to the detriment of 
the miners’ union. 

He said there was no reason why 
the New York Central could not pay 
the Jacksonville scale. He added 
that from their standpoint there was 
no reason why the line should wish 
to shut down the mines and force 
wage reductions, and that he be- 
lieved —* miners and every one else 
ought to be getting a good, fair, 
livable wage. 

There should be some power some- 
where to prevent conditions leading 
to suspension of mining every three 
or four years which, he declared, 
was responsible for high prices and 
uns‘ttled conditions of the industry. 

‘‘Isn’t it important,” he was asked, 
“that the miners receive a living 
wage?”

PARIS, March 14.—Aristide Briand 
gave one more display of his uncon- 
querably pacific temperament today 
in the Senate when he pleaded the 
case of Switzerland in a discussion 
of the free customs gone around 


Geneva which has been dragging 
on ever since the war. 

“‘When one is doing business with 
a neighbor like Switzerland, ” he 
said, ‘‘one must seek an agreement 
with tenacious good-will. The Swiss 
have been reproached as having been 
somewhat sharp in the defense of 
their interests. That is every states- 
man’s duty. But the difficulties. cre- 
ated by statesmen’s words are no rea- 
son for antipathies between peoples.’’ 

The Swiss, he recalled, sent 10,000 
vounteers into the French army dur- 
ing the war, of whom, 7,000. were 
killed. The Swiss nursed back to 
health 35,000 French wounded and 
transported 120,000 returned pris- 
oners, 

“Switzerland has shown us plenty 
of friendship,”” M. Briand said. 

He urged on the Senators a ratifi- 
cation 2 he proposal for a campro- 
mise which has been proposed and 
which would remove the necessity 
for outside arbitration, and he de- 
clared:

OF US 10 WAR DEBTS 


Refusal “to Lift a Finger” to 


Lighten Europe’s Load Makes 
Us Unpopular, He Writes. 


LEAGUE .ALSO A FACTOR 


Europeans Cannot Comprehend Qur 
Reluctance to Back Our Own 
Beliefs, He Asserts. 


An analysis of ‘‘the reasons why 
America. is so; unpopular in Du- 
repe’’ is made in an article by. Vis- 
count Cecil, former Chancellor . of 
the Duchy 9f Lancaster, on ‘‘Amer- 
ican , Responsibilities for Peace,’ 
which appears in the April number 
of Foreign Affairs, published by the 
Council of Foreign Relations, Vis- 
count Cecil says that he believes 
‘‘hroadly’’ in some of the reasons 
and disagrees with others. 

“It may perhaps help if I state 
with frankness what is commonly 
felt on the subject,’’ he writes. ‘‘Put 
crudely it amounts to this: that the 
United States is binding on men's 
backs burdens grievous to be borne 
and Hfting not one of its fingers to 
lighten the load. America, it is said, 
remained out of the war for nearer 
three years than two, whi.. the na- 
tions with which she Ja‘er was.asso- 
ciated were worn down by the 
stress of the conflict. Later, when 
the folly of the Germans forced her 
into war against her will, her weight 
was only felt in the field in the clos- 
ing months of the war, and between 
then and the armistice she suffered 
comparatively little, if sufferings are 
computed in the terms of what the 
other allies had borne. The inter- 
vention of America was of vital im- 
portaxce; it may indeed be claimed 
with some show of reason that it 
was actually decisive; but to the end 
the great bulk of the ‘fighting was of 
necessity done by others.’ 


Our Armenian Policy Assailed. 


Other things Europe holds against 
us, according to Viscount Cecil, are 
avoiding the responsibility of joining 
the League of Nations or the World 
Court, and enforcing the payment of 
the war debts. 

“‘After all,“ he continues, ‘‘credit- 
ors are seldom —— and the cir- 
cumstances out which this debt 
arose does not tend to decrease the 
unpopularity of its enforcement.”

Five 
districts in that State have selected 
delegates and nine of the ten votes 
are pledged to Lowden. The tenth, 
he said, was a Hoover vote. Mayor 
Beach of Kansas City, a Hoover 
man, was placed on the delegation 
because it was felt the Mayor of the 
convention city should. be a delegate. 
Although the Missouri organization 
sought to have an uninstructed dele- 
gation, the Lowden sentiment has be- 
come so strong the plan has been

of the citadel of the capital of At- 
lantis were the scene of the Trojan 
War.

Pennock .Pitches for Them, but 
Chapman's.

At nightfall both armies were 
busy digging, prepared for a long 
siege of trying to. outwait the other 
fellow. 

It is reported that the Ruppert bri- 
grade was forced to make a’ slight 
concession during yesterday’s nego- 
tiations. .. According to. the stories 
which are running amuck $here- 


abouts. Hoyt not only demanded 
$20,000 a year but insisted on a two- 
year contract, 

To neither of these provisions 
were the Yanks willing assent, 
but it is rumored that yesterday 
Colonel Ruppert backed down slight- 
ly and conceded the two-year con- 
tract. Mr. Hoyt, however, was not 
appeased by this partial surrender. 
He accepted the two-year contract, 
but only on the basis that it should 
be for $20,000 a year. 


Yanks Have Lost Ground. 


So far, therefore, the Yanks have 
lost ground, but Hoyt has_ not 


budged an inch. He has won the 
first round by a eg margin 
and still looks as fresh as a daisy. 

The holdout battle of Mr. Hoyt has 
overshadowed everything else that 
is happening in the Yankee camp. 
The regular Yannigan games and 
even tomorrow’s impending contest 
with the Braves have faded into the 
background. as ed. with the 
Hoyt-Ruppert oratorical tournament. 

Hoyt. still has. under. consideration 
the counter-proposal made by R 
nert yesterday, Waite said tonight 
that he is thinking so deeply that 
it may be a day or two before he is 
ready to announce a decision. The 
Brooklynite doesn’t look as if he is 
thinking at all, but behind his placid 
brow and smiling exterior, great 
——— rocesses may be in mo- 
tion. e priyacy of his boudoir, 
no aoube Waite is corrogating his 
noble forehead and indulging in pro- 
found thought. 

There is no gainsaying the fact 
that he has the Yanks in something 
of a hole, now that Urban Shocker 
has retired from the national indus- 
try.

VAIN REGRETS. 


In the April number of Foreign 
Affairs, published today, Viscount 
Ceci has an:article on “ America’s 
Responsibilities: for Peace.”

“I am quoting though by no means 
adopting: it.” Viscount: CeciL ap- 
pearsto be unaware that this method 
of acting the candid friend is one of 
the most offensive that can be fol- 
lowed. It is an indirect way of giv- 
ing currency to all the. ill-natured 
gossip that can be picked up, while 
Seeming to disapprove of it, Noth- 
ing is to be gaintd by that. 

’ It is, in truth, time for statesmen 
on. both sides of the Atlantic to let 
bygones be bygones and stop all this 
kind of. reminder and recrimination.

SIR ARTHUR CURRIE’S LIBEL 
SUIT. 


Canada is so proud of Sir ARTHUR 
CuRRIE, who was Commander-in- 
Chief of the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force in France, that interest in his 
libel suit for $50,000 against the 
publisher of The Port Hope Guide 
and W. T. R. PRESTON, to be tried at 
Cobourg, Ontario, on. April 16, ex- 
tends to every city, town, lumber 
camp and mine from coast to coast. 
British Columbia, where General 
CURRIE raised a Highland regiment 
in 1914, particularly resents the 
charge that the Canadian Headquar- 
ters Staff sacrificed life for glory on 
the morning of Armistice Day in the 
fighting around Mons. British Co- 
lumbia is inclined to believe that it 
gave stalwart ARTHUR CURRIE to 
Canada, because, although born in 
Ontario, he taught school and en- 
gaged in the real estate business in 
Victoria for many years before the 
war. The legal proceeding at Co- 
bourg on Mareh 10 was an “ exam- 
ination for discovery,” the defen- 
dants seeking to obtain evidence 
from the plaintiff in support of their 
charge. The press was excluded. 
BUCHAN in “ A History of the Great 
War” says: 

At Mons on Sunday (Nov. 10) 
the Canadians of Horne’s First 
Army were in position round the 
place. Fighting occurred during 
the night, and. at dawn the Third 
Canadian Division entered the 
streets and established a line east 
of the town, while the carillons of 
the belfries played ‘‘ Tipperary.’’ 

It has never been denied that there 
was fighting in the streets of Mons 
during Sunday night. Sentiment 
seemed to call for occupation of the 
ground from which Sir JOHN 
FRENCH’S Old Contemptibles were 
driven by the enemy in the first days 
of the war. British soldiers who 
took part in the retreat from Mons 
in August, 1914, entered Mons with 
the Canadians on the night of Nov. 
10-11, 1918, In the “ examination for 
discovery” General CURRIE stated 
that, so far as he was aware, not a 
single Canadian lost his life on Nov. 
11, 1918. He was asked to produce 
a copy of his order “ Cease firing.” 
Before he went into the court room 
he said that the Canadians had 
cleared the streets of Mons by 4:30 
A. M. Not until 6:45 A. M. did he 
receive notice that the armistice had 
been signed to take effect at 11 A. 
M. At the preliminary hearing he 
produced war orders, maps, tele- 
grams, radiograms and extracts 
from. diaries. The defense will seek 
to show that the last advance of the 
Canadians against Mons, and later 
against the entrenchments beyond 
the city, was marked by useless 
waste of human life. 

According. to a London dispatch 
printed in THE NEw YorRK TIMEs of 
Nov. 12, 1918, the British pressed on 
for four miles beyond Mons, reach- 
ing Sivry before the hour of 11 
struck for the armistice. The enemy 
was in headlong flight and could not 
have made a stubborn stand. The 
last hours were not reported in de- 
tail, so great was the rejoicing that 
the end was near. ‘There is no 
“ glory in war, either.in its conduct 
“or method,” said: Sir: ARTHUR CUR- 
RIE in an address before the Univer-

Happy days, fond hopes! . It takes 
a pen dripping with optimism even 
to record them. One objective alone 
has been reached, cheap transporta- 
tion—such as it is. For the rest, 
‘thanks to the irreconcilables, facil- 
ities that lag far behind, Service 
that would not be tolerated, save of 
necessity, and by virtue: of long 
habituation. A spirit of cooperation 
manifested by an unending series ot 
disputes, interrupted by occasional 
spells of litigation no less embittered. 
A labor policy matching brute force 
against arbitrariness, and giving so 
little heed to public convenience that 
even the Mayor of the city has to 
confess his impotence, direct his ap- 
peal to a “common sense and con- 
sideration” too often lacking, and 
remind the citizens of this commu- 
nity that there exists today no effec- 
tive means for the peaceful settle- 
ment of disputes which can so rude- 
ly interrupt its life. 

What of the plans for unification 
and relief? They seem to be sunk, 
at least for the moment, in a welter 
of litigation and general suspicion. 
Cities are presumed, by definition, 
to be civilized. New York, in this 
respect, is not. There must come 
ultimately .some yielding. to the 
steady pressure of economics and 
social necessity, to the gradual seep- 
ing of informed public opinion under 
the walled prejudices of politics. In 
a few years the new lines will be 
finished, and will have to be oper- 
ated by somebody, somehow made 
to carry their increased cost, and 
fitted into the existing scheme. 

Already some progress has been 
made. Always the five-cent fare 
issue rises to plague the negotiators. 
It is best not to be too dogmatic 
about this. Mr. JOHN BAUER, who 
is accepted as an authority on pub- 
lic utility finance by such public 
agencies as the National Municipal 
League, has just made a report 
claiming that the Interborough is 
today earning enough money out of 
its subway venture to pay handsome 
dividends, if it were not for the 
lease of the Manhattan elevated 
lines. His figures. will be dis- 
puted. But the fact remains, and 
the B. M. T. has proved it, that 
under present conditions of conges- 
tion, service anid city subsidy, the 
existing subways can be operated at 
a profit. What of the new lines? 
Even Mr. UNTERMYER has his doubts 
whether the present fare can be 
made to support them. The aim of 
unification should be adequate ser- 
vice, “ at the present or lowest pos- 
“sible fares consistent with the just 
“valuations of the railroads and 
“their safe and economical opera- 
“tion.” That is the language of the 
present Public Service Commission 
law, and it would be hard to im- 
prove on it. 





MIGRATION IN NEW YORK. 


For some years it has been known 
that population growth in the out- 
lying boroughs of Greater New 
York has been in large measure at 
the expense of Manhattan. The 
most detailed study that has yet 
been made of the population shift 
within the city’s boundaries is con- 
tributed by the Jewish Communal 
Survey. The comparison is between 
the years 1916 and 1925. The ratio 
of the city’s Jewish population to 
the total population was 30 per cent. 
in both years. But during that 
period the number of Jews in Man- 
hattan dropped from. 46.3 per cent. 
of the city’s Jewish population to 
28.6 per cent., whereas Brooklyn 
went up from 37 per cent. to 45.6 
per cent. and the Bronx from 14 per 
cent. to 22.8 per cent. In 1925 the 
Jews constituted one-fourth of the 
population in Manhattan, 36 per 
cent. in Brooklyn and nearly 45 per 
cent. in the Bronx. The Survey re- 
port speaks correctly of Jewish 
“ decentralization” as the most 
striking feature of the city’s popu- 
lation drift. 

Decentralization, however, means. 
almost entirely a migration away 
from Manhattan. The evidence for 
Jewish decentralization in the sense 
of a breaking up of dense Jewish 
aggregations and a geographical 
blending with non-Jewish elements, 
is by no means so striking, though 
to a small extent this has taken 
place. Thus in 1916 thirteen geo- 
graphical sections accounted for 
81.9 per cent. of the city’s Jewish 
population. In 1925 seventeen sec- 
tions contained 81.7 per cent. This 
suggests a somewhat broader ad- 
mixture. On the other hand, there 
were in 1925 three’ sections, Coney 
Island, Tremont and Brownsville, 
with a Jewish ratio of 95 per cent. 
or more of the total population. 
That is a higher density than the 
old east side ever showed, This 
east side and Harlem are relatively 
more. Jewish than they were in 1916. 
The migration from these two sec- 
tions has been general for all ele- 
ments of the population. The Jewish 
decrease in. Manhattan has been

the Survey’s excessively low esti- 
mate of the popiilation of Manhattan 
in 1916, which it places at .2,138,- 
000. The estimate for that year. by 
the City Bureau of Vital Statistics 
was 2,301,000, The loss in Manhat- 
tan’s population since 1916 would 
not be 192,000, but about 375,000; 
and that makes more reasonable the 
estimate of a Jewish decline of 196,- 
000, In other words, while the Jews 
have been unquestionably the most 
fluid element in the geographical re- 
distribution of the city’s people, the 
process of decentralization — away 
from Manhattan—has affected the 
entire population of that borough. 





IBSEN. 

Amid the centennial blare over 
the little apothecary’s apprentice 
who made himself the first of liter- 
ary Scandinavians and a world-fig- 
ure, even the imperfect Ibsenite has 
more thoughts and memories than 
he can find standing room for. 
IBSEN sprang from Dani:h sailors 
who married Danish, German, Scots 
wives. Blended bloods are good, but 
what searcher of heredity can ac- 
count fo. the budding of the poet, 
dramatist, symbulist and realist, on 
that particular stock? According to 
the legend, the Ibsen women folk 
were given to silence. Does that ex- 
plain the forgiven, the worshiped 
IBSEN of his later days, sitting, a 
mute, perpetual Buddha, in the 
Grand Café of Christiania? . Shail 
we trust to early impressions and 
environmcnt? Was the birth houce 
in Skien prophetic, shall we say, of 
“ Ghosts ” and “ John Gabriel Bjork- 
man”? 

It was conveniently situated be- 
tween the pillory and the madhouse. 
Those were the institutions to. which 
an incredibly virtuous eanlier worid 
would ‘have condemned the author. 
We may note, too late to envy, his 
good fortune. He educated himself. 
By various stages he created his 
intellectual self. According to Mr. 
GOSSE, a poet as well as a critic, by 
his adamantine will he molded and 
remolded the raw material of his 
photographs and busts, down to his 
final permanent apparition, with the 
ramparted hair and the encircling 
Alpine snowstorm. That is the IBSEN 
we all know; the firm, wide, deter- 
mined mouth, the eyes almost fiercc, 
unsoftened by the spectacles, the 
“domelike” forehead. This is the 
observer, the watcher in the café 
mirror, the hearer of the words and 
spier on the hearts of men. 

How did he know women, if he 
knew them? He seems to have been 
always shy with them. He was 
painfully domestic; the spoiled child 
of his wife. The wiser youngsters 
of today can never conceive what 
pangs and cries of sanctimonious 
anguish were caused by “A Doll’s 
House,” “ Hedda Gabler” and, most 
of all, by “ Ghosts.” Such was the 
innocence of our ancestors. Nor 
were the then sophisticated much 
more sagacious. They accused him 
of writing “ problem plays,” a kind 
of cattle he particularly abominated. 
For all these trumpets of commemo- 
ration, we hear the difficult and 
often angry child-man howling in 
his house, if Mrs. IBSEN has ven- 
tured to leave him alone: ‘‘ My cat, 
my cat!” Did he say it in French?’ 
In whatever tongue, it was.a par- 
tial apology to Norway for calling 
it a country inhabited by 200,000 
cats and dogs. 

Those old quarrels make his life 
interesting; and Norway does not 
wholly share him with the rest of 
the world. Much of his writing has 
a local root, a deeper significance 
for her; and his career, with that 
of some other eminences, is a part 
of her nationalism, her social and 
political conflict and renascence. 
And the pill-maker of Grimstad, 
eating his heart through years of 
poverty,. pours out in his satiric 
plays his rebellion at the prim, cut- 
and-dried, hidebound official and 
private hypocrisy and absurdity that 
surrounded him. Much of his most 
characteristic work is bred of the 
“small town,” from which in the 
United States pullulates and prolif- 
erates so curious a literature. 

Literature is for the elect; nor 
shall we poach upon them or even 
the encyclopedia, which doubtless 
contains much more improving and 
novel remarks about “the value of 
IBSEN’s dramatic work” and his 
“place in’ modern dramatic: litera- 
ture” than we could get leave to 
print. IBSEN is an old acquaintance. 
If we have taken any liberties with 


conscious revenge. When he was a 
cult of advanced cliques of devotees, 
we have sat in queer little audiences 
where even the Rat-Wife wouldn’t 
have attracted any notice.

CHAUFFEGR TELLS OF Loss 


Borrowed $100 for “Repairs and| 


Then Lost His Cab—Loan Jumped 
to $567 in Less Than a Year.

The men 
are’ Julius Knepper of the Julius 
Kneppér Finance Company, 486. East 
163d Street; Morris Sieff of the Mose 
Credit Corporation, 1674 Broadway, 
and: the: Mose Credit Company, it- 
self; R. and B. Trading Corporation, 
486 East 168d Street, and the Argus 
Trading Company, 286 Fifth Avenue. 
The three companies were directed 
to produce their books and papers. 

Along with these there will appear 
about a score of witnesses, alleged 
victims of loan sharks, who have 
brought their money troubles ny ae 
Blake’s attention. All. of

ences with loan concerns, and 
in..some: instances: they have. pro- 
duced —— evidence of the 
their statements.

Began With $100 Loan 


This man is the owner of a taxi 
cab which needed repairs. He was 
without the necessary cash to pay 
for them, and so applied to a money 
lender for $100. To get the money 
he. had to sign a note for $150 and 
pledge his taxi to guarantee that he 
would liquidate by a weekly payment 
of $15 plus interest. After he. had 
made —— he discovered 
that his needed more repairs, 
and applied to the lender for more 
money 

Ascordin ng to the victim’s story the 
lender told him that if the money 
was loaned he would have to go to a 
garage indicated by the lender. The 
victim agreed, and learned that the 
repairs would cost $70. The work 
was done and the lender charged the 
MS yen $100 for it, thus clearing a 

rofit on the job .for himself. 
But fhe shark was not satisfied with 
this, according to the story, and the 
victim was forced to sign a new note 
covering the loans and interest, to 
the extent of $365. 

By this time the victim, Mr. Blake 
said, had become thoroughly -dis- 
couraged, because he saw no way of 
ever getting out of the clutches 
of the loan shark. His poverty be- 
came A extreme that ‘his wife went 
home to her mother with her six- 
month-old infant, aid he sought food 
and shelter with his mother. But 
the victim, Mr.. Blake said, -worked 
as hard as he could, but the de- 
mands upon him by the lender were 
so constant and so fiJled with threats 
that he finally refused to pay any of 
the excessive charges. The reply of 
the money lender to this was prompt. 
He replevied the taxi and got it, -but 
the victim’ had this. court - order 
squashed and went —— to 
the shark for his car 

Loan Jumps ia $567 

Then he was told that the car had 
been sold to a friend of the loan 
shark’s for $500 and. that ‘the first 
payment of $25 had been made. The 
victim needed the car to-earn a liv- 
ing and, not knowing where else to 
go. appealed to the lender, and. was 

ld, so runs the story, that he could 
recover the car by => ta $567, cov- 
ering a charge of 7 due on the 
notes, $120 for court and legal ex- 
penses and interest. So the loan 
of $100, Mr. Blake showed, had grown 
to $567 in less than one year. 

Mr. Blake, in commenting on this 
case, said that it was not an unusual 
instance of extortion and that he had 
discovered that when a taxi driver 
borrowed money from a money lend- 
er and failed to pay promptly agents

tule were held in yesterday's third 
successive 3,000,000-share day. Radio 
stock, having opened with an 8&- 
point break, advanced 15% and. lost 
only 3% points of its recovery before 
the close. In half a dozen other 
stocks, mostly of the very specula- 
tive type, advances ranging from 5% 
to 17% points were scored, the larg- 
est occurring in a stock which pays 
no dividend, which had already risen 
20 points in a week and which had 
doubled in price since the middle of 
January. The market was still domi- 
nated by the abnormal influences 
whieh have been at work on one 
stock or another during the last three 
days, and whose result has been com- 
plete indifference to intrinsic values, 
or to any consideration except belief 
that the higher prices have risen, 
the greater is the certainty of a fur- 
ther rise, ; 

Declines occurred again in other 
stocks, but they were this time nu- 
merically in the minority. An en- 


| tirely plausible version of the com- 


promise reached in the dispute of 
rival railway systems over the trunk- 
line rearrangement caused some over- 
flow of speculation into a few rail- 
way shares; but the industrial stocks 
held the centre of the stage. It is too 
early to conjecture how far the re- 
ported plan for regrouping these 
lines will solve the consolidation 
problem and meet the objections of 
the Interstate commission; but it at 
least suggests that the elements in 
the problem are becoming simpli- 
fied.

On the other hand, The Iron Age in- 
terprets a perceptibly less exacting 
policy in regard to prices as reflect- 
ing “‘growing concern over the dura-|y, 
tion of the present high rate of oper- 
ations.’’ In each of the last four 
years, there has in fact been a sharp 
reduction during the four months 
following March. During 1927 the 
output continued to shrink until the 
year was nearly ended; that was, 
however, the only year of the series 
in which production did not rise 
again substantially at the end of 
Summer, The interesting test for 
1928 will be the attitude of trade de- 
mand in a Presidential campaign 
whose character is not yet distinctly 
outlined. 

The steel trade. still continues to 
stand virtually alone in its picture 
of reviving activities. Loadings of 
freight for delivery on the railways, 
as reported yesterday for the open- 
ing week of March, continue to show 
decrease from 1927 and 1926. This 
time the falling-off in coal] loadings 
was greater than the total decrease, 
but it is not without interest, per- 
haps, to observe that traffic in 
general merchandise was also con- 
siderably less than in recent years, 
and that the one class of freight 
which showed noticeable increase was 
grain—evidently the produce of last 
year’s fortunate Northwestern dis- 
trict. Takings of cotton in February 
by American mills, as reported in yes- 
terday’s ‘‘cotton-consumption state- 
ment,“ were 15,603 bales less than 
the year before, despite the extra 
day in February of 1928; but the re- 
duction was not so large as in Jan- 
uary and December. There was no 
recovery in cotton exports, which fell

The 
frenzied character of the trading in 
certain stocks has itself acted as 
a powerful incentive to bring the 
general public into the market.

CALLED WORSE THAN THUGS 


Men Who Use Credit Standing to 
Defraud Assailed by Magistrate. 


Men who perpetrate frauds on the 
strength of their credit standing 
were declared more dangerous than 
armed criminals by Magistrate George 
W.Simpson of the Commercial Frauds 
Court in an address yesterday before 
the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation. 

‘“*The man with a gun can get — 
what you have with you,’’ he said, 
‘but the man who clothes himself 
in the sanctity of his commercial 
standing and appears to be an honest 
citizen while engaging in frauds can 
ruin a business or obtain the entire 
property of his victim. There must 
be no compromise with crime of that 
sort,,and the Court of Commercial 
Frauds has refused to permit any.”’ 

Since the court was started in 1922 
more than, 26,000 cases have been 
brought into it and 98 per cent. of 
the persons held have been convict- 
ed, he said.

New York Area Head Has Been In 
Episcopacy 24 Years—F. J. 
- McConnell. May Succeed. 


Five of the thirty-seven. ‘active 
Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church will be retired at the quad- 
rennial General Conference: to be 
held at Kansas City, beginning May 
1 and continuing through . the 
month. The retirements are due to 
the age limit. 

One of the five is Bishop Luther 
B. Wilson, who is. completing six- 
teen years as Bishop of the New 
York Area. Another is Bishop 
Joseph F. Berry of the Philadelphia 
Area. The others are Bishop Wil- 
liam P. Thirkield of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., Bishop William E. Oldham 
of Buenos Aires, Argentina, and 
Bishop Francis. W. Warne of Banga- 
lore City, India. 

Both Bishops Wilsén and Berry 
have been in the episcopacy. twenty- 
four years; Bishop Thirkield, six- 
teen; Bishop Oldham, twelve, and 
Bishop Warne, eight. Bishop Berry 
is the senior active Bishop in age. 

There is much speculation as to 
who will be assigned as the new 
Bishop of the New York Area. Per- 
sistent rumor has it that Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell of Pittsburgh 
will be named. 

There is also much speculation as 
to who will be the five new Bishops, 
One clergyman widely mentioned is 
the Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman;
